The President's Message. 

We have not had time to examine the docu- 
ment, and give it with little comment. Tbs 
usual topics seem to be very well presented, 
a* well as some others brought np by tbe 

war. 

The anti-slavery policy, proclamations and 
employing negroes, are adhered to, as might 
be expected. 

Then there is subjoined a proclamation 
showing how States may be organized and 
come back to the Union. He dues not say 
they may not come back some other way. If 
the courts declare any proclamation or law 
invalid, then they are not binding, the Presi- 
dent argues. Considering that Abraham Lin- 
coln is committed to these proclamations and 
these laws about slavery, we could, of course, 
expect nothing more than this. 

But the awkward attitude ot the plan is, that 
it concedes all that secession claims — that a 
State may alter its relations to the Federal 
Government by its own act; that it may ce&ee 
to exist, in fact, except on conditions prescrib- 
ed by the Federal Government; that its own 
Constitution and laws can be set aside. Acte 
of secession are void abinilio, and any citizen 
of the State has a right to the protection of bis 
State laws and Constitution as he had before 
the act of secession. There is no way in 
which be can forieit one of these rights lo the 
Federal Government. They are entirely ont 
ofitererch. The Federal Government may 
inflict a penalty on him for his acts, bat can’t 
deprive him of what rights he had under its 
State law. Abandon that plain path and there 
is no telling where we shall end. Still it it 
better to have something than nothing. We 
kuow now what the President means. He as- 
sumes that his proclamation freeing all the 
sl>v.-s is valid, and that it must be recognized 
a* a law to be obeyed, if a S ate comas back— 
that is, none can come with slavery. 

He does not say, however, that he will ac- 
cept no. lung else, and will abandon what the 
courts pronoui ce invalid. In that he is con- 
sistent, and he can’t be right now without be- 
ing inconsistent. 

How and w^ereis the question to get befoie 
a couriV Will a man in a seceded State be al- 
lowed to try the question, or must the whole 
affair be settled first and have a deciaion after- 
ward? 

The President claims the presumption of 
right ou Lis side, whereas the presumption 
ought to be on tbe tide of the right of the 
State. A man’s property must be taken by 
due process of law, and a military order is oniy 
liw while the necessity for it lasts. - I 

There is a difficulty in States coming back. 
The majority may wish it, bat they have no 
legal organization. They have a Constitution 
and laws, bat Bot the officers to administer 
them, so as to get started. This difficulty tbe 
President overlooks. 

We think it will tarn oat that both sides 
will claim th's document as on their side — 
that is, both sides of the Republicans. Its 
practical operation will suit the radicals. It 
does not state the case as they do; but it will 
work out the same result. The amount of it 
is, that no State is to come back with slavery.

dollars. Within those three months there 
have been received there thirty-eight thousand 
and forty-seven bales, of which twenty five 
thousand seven hundred and twenty one have 
been exported and twelve thousand three 
hundred and twenty-six are still on hand. Ii 
the other points altogether rise to a valuation 
of twenty millions, there are thirty mlllians 
of dollars under the control of inexact rules 
and in the bands of hastily and often irjn- 
dicioosly appointed officials. 

This complicated business, therefore, de- 
mands the immediate att ration of Congref s. 
A committee of Investigation should at once 
be appointed to inquire into the whole sys- 
tem, and tbe advice and assistance of experi- 
enced merchants should be sought to perfect 
a plan by which all the defects of the present 
plan may be corrected and avoided. The 
quickest, the cheapest, and the best way 
seems to be tbe removal of all restrictions on 
trade at military posts, and make it really 
free. It has been suggested that a tax npon 
cotton shipped to market would be found an 
excellent revenue measure, and would be col- 
lected at one twentieth the expense of the 
present system. 



courts, by the impartiality of their ariju -ic- 
fion, have commanded the respect and confi- 
dence of maritime powers. The supplemental 
treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain for the suppression of the African 
slave trade, made on ihe 17th day of February 
last, has been duly ratified ana earned Into 
execution. It is believed that, so far as Atneiv 
lean ports and American citiztns are concern- 
ed, the inhuman and barbarous traffic has 
been brought to an end. 

I shall submit for the consideration of the 
Senate a convention for the adjustment of 
possessory claims in Washington Territory, 
« rising out of the treaty of the 15th of June, 
1846, between the United States and Great 
Britain, and which have been the source of 
some disquiet among the citizens of that now 
rapidly improving part of the country. 

A novel and important question, involving 
tbe extent of the maritime jurisdiction of 
Spain in tbe waters which surround the Island 
of Cuba, has been debated witbont reaching 
an agreement, and it is proposed in an amica- 
ble spirit to refer it to tbe arbitrament of a 
friendly power A convention for that pur- 
pose will be submitted to the Senate. 

I have thought it proper, cnbject to tbe ap- 
proval of the Senate, to concur with the in- 
terested commercial powers in an arrangement 
for the liquidation of the Scheldt dues, upon 
tbe principles which have been heretofore 
adopted in regard to the imports upon navi- 
gation in the waters of Denmark 

The long pending controversy between this 
Government and that of Chili, touching the 
seizure at 8ilana, in Peru, by Chilian officers, 
of a large *mnuni in treasure belonging to 
citizens of the United 8tates,has been brought 
to a close by tbe award of his majesty the 
King of the Belgians, to whose arbitration 
the question was referred by the parties. The 
subject was thoroughly and patient’y examined 
by mat justly respected magistrate, and al- 
though the sum awarded to the claimants may 
not have been as large as they expected, there 
iB no reason to distrust the wisdom of bis 
Majesty’s decision. That decision was 
promtly complied with by Chill when the in- 
tetligei.ee reached that country. Tbe joint 
commission, under tbe act ot the last sestdon, 
for carrying into effect the convention with 
Pern on the subject of claims, has been or- 
ganized at Lima, and is engaged in the busi- 
ness entrust' d to it. Difficulties concerning 
in'ernati nal transit through Nicaragua are in 
course of amicable arjnstment in conformity 
with the principles set forth in my last annual 
message. 

I have received a representative from the 
United States ot Colombia, and have credited 
a Minister to that republic. 

Incidents occurrir g ia the progress of our 
civil war have forced upon my attention the 
uncertain state of international questions 
touching the rights of foreigners in this conn 
try and of tbe United States citizens abroad. 

In regard to some governments tbese rights 
are at least partially defined by treaties. In 
no instance, however, is it expressly stipu- 
lated that in 'he one instance of civil war a 
foreigner residing in this country within the 
Hdcs of the insurgents is to be exempted from 
the rule which classes him as a belliger- 
ent, in whose behalf the Government of his 
coumry cannot expect any privileges or Im- 
munities from that character. 

I regret to say, however, that such claims 
have be-n put forward, and, in some instances, 
ie btbilf oi toreignera who have lived in the 
United Stales the greater part of tbeir lives. 
There is reason to be ieve that many persons 
born iu foreign countries who have declared 
tbeir intention to become citizens, or who 
have been folly naturalized, hive evaded the 
military duty required of them by denying 
the fact, thereby tnrowing upon the Govern- 
ment the burdra of proof. 

It has been found difficult or impracticable 
to obtain this proof from the want of gn : des 
to the proper sources of in formation. These 
might be supplied by requiring the clerks of 
courts where declarations ot intention may 
be made to send periodically lists of the 
names of persons naturalized or declaring 
tbeir intentiou to become citizens to the Sec- 
retary of tbe Interior, in whose department 
lb: Be names must be arranged and printed for 
general information. 

There is also reason to believe that foreign- 
ers frequently become citizens of the United 
States tor the sole purpose of evading the du- 
ties imposed by the laws of their native coun- 
try, to which, in becoming naturalized here, 
they at once repair, and, though never return- 
ing to the United States, they still claim the 
interposition of the Government as citizens. 
Many altercations and great prejudice have 
therefore arisen ont of this' abuse. It is 
therefore submitted to your serious considera- 
tion. It might be advisable to fix a limit be- 
yond which no citizen of the United States, 
residing abroad, may claim the interposition 
of his Government. 

The right ot suffrage has often been assumed 
and exercised by aliens under preteese of 
naturalization, which they have disavowed 
when dratted into the military service. I sub- 
mit the expediency of such an amendment of 
tbe laws as will mace tbe fact of voting an 
estoppel against any plea of exemption from 
mill ary service, or other civil obligation, ou 
grounds of alienage. 

In common with other Western Powers, 
our relations with Japan have been brought 
in serious jeopardy through the perverse op- 
position ot the hereditary aristocracy of the

results. 

I refer you to the report of the 8ecjetary of 
the Interior, which is herewith laid before 
you, for tbe uaefhl and varied information in 
relation to the public lands, Indian affairs, 
patents, pensions, and other matters of public 
concern pertaining to this department. Tne 
quantity of lands disposed of during the last 
and the first quarter of the present financial 
year was three million eight hundred and 
forty-one thousand five hundred and fifty- 
nine acres, of which one hundred and sixty- 
one thousand nine hundred and eleven acres 
were sold for cash, and one hundred and forty- 
five thousand six bunared and fourteen acres 
were taken np under the homestead law and 
the residue wjls olposed of under laws grant- 
ing lauds for military bounties, for railroads, 
and other purposes. It also appears that the 
6ale of public lands is largely on the Increase. 

It has long been* cherished opinion of some 
of onr wisest statesmen that the people of tbe 
United States had a higher and more endur- 
ing Interest in the early settlement and sub- 
stantial cultivation of the public lands, than 
in tbe amount of a direct revenue to be de- 
rived from the sale of them. This opinion 
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al to international trade and commerce. 

The operations of the Treasury during the 
last year have been successfully conducted. 
The enactment by Congress of a National 
banking law proved a valuable support to tbe 
public credit, and the general legislation in 
relation to loins has fully answered the ex- 
pectations of its favorers. Some amendments 
may be required to perfect the existing laws, 
but no change in their principals, in a general 
6cope, is believed to be needed. 

Since these measures have been in ope- 
ration all demands on the treasury, including 
pay of the army and navy, have been prompt- 
ly met and fully satisfied. No considerable 
body of troops, it is believed, were ever more 
amply provided, more liberally and punctu- 
ally paid, and it may be added that by no peo- 
ple are the burdens incident to a great war 
more cbeerfaily borne. 

The receipts daring the year from all 
sources, including loaus, and the balance in 
tbe treasury at its commencement, were $901,- 
125 674 86 Tbe aggregate disbursements, 
#895,796.680 65, leaving a balance on the 7th 
of July, 1863, of $532,904,421. Of the re- 
ceiots. there were derived from custom*, 
#69.059 642 40; from internal reveou'’, $37,- 
640,767 95; ‘n*in direct taxes, $14,851,631; from 
land*. $167 617 17; from misceil*n»nu« *ou-c*s, 
$304 661,535; and from loans, #776 682 361 57; 
making the aggregate of $901,112,074 86. 
Of the disbursements, there were $23- 
253,922 for expenses, it-., and $42,161,- 
209 lor interest on public debt, $247 298 465 
for the War Department, #599,298 600 
83 for the Navy Dcpar mtrat, $63,241,058 27 
tor the poym* , nt of the funded and temporary 
debt — $181,086 635 07— making an aggregate 
of $895 766,630 55, and leaving a balance of 
$532,904 421. But the payment of the funded 
and temp Tory debt bav ng been mads from 
moneys borrowed during the year must be re- 
garded as merely nominal payments, and the 
moneys borrowed to m ike them as merely 
nominal receipts, and their amount— $181,086,- 
635 07 — should tnerefore he dednct-U botn 
from the receipts and disbursements. TcU 
being done, there remains »s actual receipts 
$714,706,995 58, leaving the balance as already 
stated. 

Tbe actual receipts and disbursements for 
the first quarter, and estimated litre-. quarters 
of tbe current fiscal year of 1834. will be 
shown In detail by reports of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, to which I invite yonr atten- 
tion. 

It is sufficient to-day to say here that it is 
believed the actual results will exhibit a state 
of the fiuancea less formidable to the country 
than the estimates of the officets heretofore 
submitted, while it is confidently expected 
that at the close of tbe y-ar both disbars - 
merits and debts will be found very consider- 
ably less than bas been anticipa ed. 

The report of the Secre.ary of War is a 
document of great interest. It consists of, 
first, the military operations of the ye ir, de- 
tailed in the r* port of the Gen' ral in-Ubfrf; 
secoud — the org ra z tiion of colored persons 
Into the war service; third — the exchange of 
prisoners, fully set forth Id the letter of Gen. 
Hitchcock; f .urth — operations under thp a-t 
for enrolling and calling ou the national 
forces detailed in the report of the Provost 
Matshal General; fifth — the organization of 
the Invalid Corps; sixth — the operation of sev- 
eral departments of the Quarternm'er Gen- 
eral, Commissary General, Payiu ister General, 
Chief of Engineers, Chief of Ordnance »nd 
Surgeon General. It bas appeared impossible 
to make a valuable summary of this report, 
except such as would be loo ex 'ended for thi« 
place and hence I content myself in refer- 
ring yonr attention to the report itself. 

The duties devolving on the navtl branch 
of the service during the year and throughout 
tbe whole ot this unhippy contest have 
been discharged with fidelity and eminent 
success. The extensive blockade has been 
constantly increasing in efficiency as the 
navy has expanded; yet on so long a line 
it has so far been impossible to entirely 
suppress illicit trade. From returns received 
at the Navy Department, it appears that more 
than one thousand vessels have been captured 
since the. blockade was instituted, and that 
the value of prizes already s; nt in for adjudi- 
cation amount to over $13,000,000. The 
naval force of the U cited States consists at 
this time of 588 vessels computed and in 
coarse of comjdetion, and of these seventy five 
are iron-clad armored ste oners. The events of 
the war give an lncreaped Interest and im- 
portance to the navy, which will probably ex- 
tend beyond ihe war itself. Tbe armored 
vessels in our navy, completed and in 
service, or which are under contract and ap- 
proaching completion, are believed to exceed 
in number those of any other power; but 
while these may be relied upon for harbo- 
defense and sea coast servic*-, others of greater 
strength and capacity will be necessary for 
era sing purposes, and to maintain our right- 
ful position on tbe ocean. Tbe change that 
has taken place in naval vessels ana naval 
warfare since the introduction of steam as a 
motive power for ships of war, demands either 
corresponding change in some of our existing 
navy-yards or the establishment of new ones 
lor the construction and necessary repair of 
modern war vessels. No inconsiderable em- 
barrassment, delay and public b jarv have 
betn exp -rienced from the want of suen Gov- 
ernment establ shmems. The necessity of 
such a navy yard, so furnished at some suita- 
ble place npon tbe Atlantic seaboard, has on 
repeated occasions been brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress by the Navy Department, 
and is again presented in the report of tne 
Secretary, which accompanies this cocamnni-

tbvatlo**. The grant to railroad companies of 
alternate sections of land upon the contem 
plated lines of their road, when completed, 
will largely multiply the facilities of reaching 
oar distant possessions. 

This policy has received its most signal and 
beneficial illustration In recent enactments 
granting homesteads to actual settlers. Since 
the first day of J»nua>y last, the before-men- 
tioned quantity of 1,456,514 seres of land has 
been taken np under its poeseseions. This 
fact, and the amoant of sales, tarnish gratify- 
ing evidence of the increasing settlement 
npon the public bnds, notwithstanding the 
gr«at struggle in which the energies of the na- 
tion hive been engaged, and which has re- 
quired bo Urge a withdrawal of our citizens 
from their accustomed pursuits. 

I cnrlfally concur In the recommendation 
of the Secretary of the Interior suggesting a 
modification of the act in favor of those regis- 
tered is the military and naval service of tbe 
United 8 ates.

If it were an object to disturb 
the water, as is done by tbe wheels of a steam- 
boat— if it could be used advat.tageoqrly for 
catching flan, preventing stagnation, or for 
any other neelul purpose besides moving the 
boat, it is evident that the power of the en- 
gines would be doubled. If tbe water were 
but land, this disturbance of the wheels might 
be put to some account. 

In Leavitt’s steam plow it is claimed that a 
portion oi the steam power usually lost is 
rendered available. In case eegims of twenty- 
horse power, ub ordinarily estimated, are used 
In a machine which requires ten-horse power 
to move it over the field at the required speed, 
the full power being applied to the cylinder 
plow, or rotary digger placed at the rear, like 
the stern wheel of of a boat, this twenty-horse 
power must react npon the machine to move 
it forward. Bat this being ten-horse power 
more than is required, a holding back of ten- 
horse power is required by gear, between the 
plowing cylinder and the revolving axles of 
the machine. ThiB bolding back power of 
ten horses helps the plowing cylinder to that 
extent. Thus twenty-horse engines are made 
to do the work of thirty, not by making power 
where there ie none, but by saving a portion 
oi that which is lost in other arrangements.

I irnnemit U e second annual report of the 
Commissioners of the Department of Agri 
culture, nsking .vour attention to tbe devel- 
opments in the vital interest of the nation 

When Congress assembled a year ago, the 
war had alretdy lasted nearly twenty months, 
and there had been many cot-fire s on both 
land aod sea, with varying results. The 
reb liiou had been pressed back inio re- 
duced limits, ye, the tone ot pubhc feeling 
and opinion at home and abroad was not sat- 
isiactory. With other signs, the popular elec- 
tions, then just passed, indicated uneasiness 
among yourselves. While amid much that 
was cald and menacing, the kindest words 
coming from England were uttered in accents 
of pity that we were too blind to surrender. 
Oar commerce was suffering greatly hy a 
few armed vc9eela built upon and fur- 
nished from foreign shores, and we were 
threatened with snch additions from the same 
quarters as would sweep our trade from tbe 
&ea and raise onr blockade. We had failed to 
elicit from the European Governments any- 
thing hopeful upon tha subject. Ihe emanci- 
pation proclatp'dion, wbica was iasued In 
September, was running Its assigned period to 
the beginning of the new year. A m >ulh 
later a final proclamation came, including the 
announcement that colore d men of suitable 
condition would be received into the war ser- 
vice. The policy of emancipation and of 
black sold era gave to the future a new aspect, 
about which hopes, fears, and doubts con- 
tended in uncertaiu conflict, according to onr 
political system, as a matter of civil adminis- 
tration. 

The General Government has no lawful 
power to effect emancipation in any State, 
and for a long time it had been hoped that the 
rebellion could be suppressed wi'honi re-K>rx- 
icg to it as a military measure. It was ail the 
while deemed possible that the necessity for 
it might coiue.and that if it shonid, the crisis 
of the conics* would theu be presented. It 
came, and, a9 Imended, it was followed by 
dark and doubtful days. Eleven month* hav 
ing been passed, we are permitted to t ike an- 
other review.

been the performances of the heroic men of 
the navy at thi6 period, they are scarcely more 
wonderful than the servic s of onr me- 
chanics and artisans in tbe production of war 
vessels, which have created a new form of 
naval power. Our country has advantages 
superior to any other nation in our reeonres 
of iron and limber, wi h inexhaustible quan- 
tities of fuel in the im mediate vicinity of 
both, and all accessib’e an 1 In close proximity 
to navigable waters, without the disadvantage 
of public risks Tbe resources of the nation 
have been developed and Ua power displayed 
lu the constrncfeun of a navy of such magni- 
tude which bas, at the very period ot Us cre- 
ation, rendered s’gaal service to tbe Ualon. 
The iocrease of the nnmber of seamen in the 
public atTvlce from 7,000 men in the spring ol 
1861 to abont 24,000 at the present time, hat 
been accomplished without especial legislation 
or extraordinary bounty. To promote that 
increase it has been found, however, that the 
operations of tha draft, with bisrh bounties 
paid for army recruits, am beginning to affc t 
injuriously the naval servic--, rad will, it not 
corrected, be likely to impair its efficiency bj 
detaching seamen from their proper vocation, 
and Inducing them to enter the army. I there- 
fore respectfully suggest that Congress might 
aid both the army and naval service by ade- 
quate provision on thi* subject, which would, 
at the aame time, be equitable to the commu- 
nities more especially interested. I commend 
to yonr consideration the suggestions ot the 
Secretary of the Navy in regard to tbe policy 
of fostering and training ee-amen for naval 
service.

In lhe list of their 
living worthies, prominent among all, is the name 
of Thomas Lee n Idas Crittenden. Ills unshadowed 
patriotism, hia modesty and his courage have been 
signalized from the beginning of this rebellion;

recognised at Shiloh, Stone river, and many other 
battlefields.

Business at the city 
wharf was mostly confined to Government trans- 
actions. Considerable freight for Memphis and 
Cairo ia awaiting the arrival of the Tycoon from 
Cincinnati. Business in the city continues lively, 
and the principal basinets streets present a lively 
and cheerful appearance. 

The Big Grey Eagle la the Henderson packet ta. 
day, and will leave punctually at 5 o'clock, from 
the Portland wharf. The Big Grey is a palatial 
craft, furnished throughout in a style of lavish 
munificence. Her tables groan under the load* of 
substantial* and delicacies. Her state-rooma and 
bedB are where the weary find rest and where 
nothing but sleep creeps over their occupants. 
Captain Lusk walks the hurrican deck a prince 
among the commanders of the west, and O'Bannon 
is as genial as a June morning amidst blooming 
roses sud singing birds. His assistants, Messrs 
Morrell and Patterson, preside over their depart- 
ments with that courteous urbanity which marks 
them as the coming men in the rising generation.

The river at 8L Louis has declined to within two 
feet of low water mark in 18M, with four feet in 
the channel on to Cairo. 

One-fourth of the steamer Spread Eagle was sold 
last Monday in St. Louis for $3,790. 

Steamers for the Cumberland river will find 
plenty of wood for foel below Fort Donalson. 

A big rise is reported in the Illinois river, and 
navigation to a very limited extent is resumed in 
the Missouri river. 

The beautiful Fawn, recently purchased by the 
Government of Capt. Varble, is nearly ready for 
service. 

Owing to the low water and scarcity of boats 
thare is an unusual dearth in river news of import- 
ance. 

The mate of the Lady Pike, who tell overboard 
when the boat was near Madison, and was supposed 
to be drowned, swam ashore, took the can and 
joined the Lady Pike at Evansville. 

The river at Pittsburg continues to fall slowly, 
with four feet in the channel. The Kanawha is 
falling, with three feet to Charleston. 

Fuel for boats on the lower Ohio is reported ex- 
tremely scarce; wood is $4 per cord and coal 17 
cents per bushel. Hosts frequently have to wait 
two or three days at the coal yards to obtain a sup- 
ply. 

The Prims Donna had her bills np for Wheeling 
and Pittsburg last evening. 

The Major Anderson is the mail boat to-day at 12 
o'clock x. She has sumptuous accommodation* 
and courteous officers. She will make connection 
with all the Cincinnati morning trains. 

The steamer Tycoon had not arrived np to a late 
hour last evening from Cincinnati. She is expect- 
ed this morning and will leave fir Memphis and 
way ports at 5 o’clock r. x., from Portland. Capt 
Yorls is her commander and will see that the in- 
terests of passengers and shippers are attended to. 

Capt. F. T. Bachelor's Darling, for the Cincin- 
nati and Memphis trade, is completed and will be 
here soon on her first trip.
